TAUGHT H ERE FOR FIVE YEARS 


A Coincidence That He Was Retained 


as First Instructor, as He Was 


Visiting in Neighborhood 


Word was receiv ed h ere today of 
th e death y esterday of Allen Rich ­ 
ardson Benton, first teach er in th e 
old Fairv iew Academy , at th e h ome 
of h is dau gh ter, Mrs. J. S. Bales, at 
Lincoln, Nebraska. 
He was in h is 
ninety -second y ear. 


Mr. Benton, after sev ering h is con­ 
nection with th e Fairv iew institu tion 
in 1854, was elected to th e ch air of 
acient langu ages in North western 
( h ristian u niv ersity in Indianap olis. 
He remained with th is institu tion u n­ 
til 1868, serv ing as its p resident th e 
last sev en y ears. 


From 1869 to 1871 h e was p resi­ 
dent of Alliance College, Alliance, O. 
In th e latter y ear h e was called to 
direct th e establish ment of th e new 
Univ ersity of Nebraska. 
In 1876 h e 
went to Jndianap olis to accep t th e 
ch air of p h ilosop h y at Bu tler and 
continu ed th ere u ntil 19 00, serv ing 
as p resident from 1886 to 189 1. 
At th e death of h is wife in 19 00, 
Dr. Benton reared from teach ing and 
dev oted h imself to ch u rch work. He 
retu rned to Lincoln, Neb., in 19 09 , 
and h ad resided th ere since with h is 
dau gh ter, Mrs. Bales. 
ITe is su rv iv ­ 
ed by two oth er ch ildren, H. A. Ben­ 
ton, wh o liv e« at Indianap olis, and 
Mrs. W. A. Stewart of Lincoln. 
Th e Fairv iew Academy was organ­ 
ized in 1848. 
W. WT. Th rash er and 
Henry R. Prich ard canv assed th e 
commu nity and enlisted th e su p p ort 
of th e su bstantial citizens wh o read­ 
ily entered into th e sch eme. 
Wrm. 
Sh awh an donated fou r acres for a 
site and th e money was su bscribed. 
Th e bu ilding was finish ed in th e fall 
of 1849 . 


It was by th e merest ch ance th at 
A. II. Benton became th e first teach er 
th e academy ev er h ad. 
He h ad ju st 
been gradu ated from Beth any college 
in th e sp ring of 1849 and was v isit­ 
ing relativ es in th e Fairv iew neigh ­ 
borh ood. Mr. Prich ard met Mr. Ben­ 
ton at th e h ome E. S. Frazee’s. Th e 
y ou ng college gradu ate was instantly 
recognized as a man of 
intrinsic 
qu ail ties for th e work for wh ich h e 
was wanted. 
Mr. Benton was p romp ty engaged 
and h e began th e sch ool work in th e 
office of Dr. Ep h raim Clifford before 
th e bu ilding was 
comp leted. 
Th e 
academy th riv ed u nder Mr. Benton’s 
managemnt and it soon came to be 
recognized as a sch ool with ou t a 
p eer in th e West. 
Th e cou rse was 
th e same as th at of a classical col­ 
lege of th e day . Stu dents from sev ­ 
eral states attended 
th e academy 
and its fame sp read far and wide. 
Dr. Benton was bom in Ira, Cay u ­ 
ga cou nty , New York, October 1st, 
1822, and after attending an acad­ 
emy , began teach ing in th e p u blic 
sch ools at th e age of fifteen. 
He 
tau gh t sch ool six y ears, took a p re­ 
p aratory cou rse in Fu lton academy 
and th en entered Beth any college. 
West Virginia. He was gradu ated in 
1847, receiv ed h is Bach elor of Arts 
degree in 1848 and h is Master of 
Arts degree in 1849 .

When the king began to read his 
speech, one of the Socialists repeated 
the cry and added: 
“ Sixty thousand

A warning against po rk is giv en by 
tbc United States department o f agri­ 
culture, which adv ises against eating 
raw and unco o ked po rk, so as to av o id 
co ntracting trichino sis. 
The risk o f 
co ntracting the disease is greater at 
this time o f the y ear, a department 
bulletin say s, in so me sectio ns o f the 
co untry o n acco unt o f the large co n­ 
sumptio n o f po rk pro ducts. 
The dan­ 
ger is mo st insidio us in such fo o ds as 
raw ham and smo ked sausages. 
The department lay s do wn two rules 
under which po rk may be safely eaten: 
Refrain fro m eating po rk in the raw 
state and tho ro ughly co o k all po rk 
that is eaten. 
Po rk, acco rding to the department, 
sho uld be co o ked in bo iling water fo r 
a perio d o f as many times eighteen 
minutes as there are po unds in the 
piece o f meat co o ked.
